BY BANDITS IN MEXIGD 


Carried Off After Attack on 
Town; Aged Archbishop Is 
Sought by 2,000 Men. 


MASSED DASH IS PLANNED 


Nogales, Ariz., Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Uncon- 
firmed reports to the Nogales Herald 
today say that bandits in Jalisco, after 
sacking the town of La Quemada, looted 
a circus train, carrying off a number of 
young actresses, the majority of whom 
were foreigners. 

The bandits, numbering approxi- 
mately 100, were reported first to have 
attacked the small northern Jalisco 
town. When the station agent resisted 
their attempts to obtain the company’s 
funds, he was beaten. 

A thorough sacking of stores and 
homes followed airter which the bandits 
forced the circus train engineer to take 
them to a point south of La Quemada, 
where the looting of the train began. 
All the horses were taken as well as 
other valuables. 

The company was known as the 
Modelo Circus and was owned by @ man 
named Beas. 

A passenger train from Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, to Nogales, was reported to 
have been delayed six hours due to the 
pandit activity. Rail officials here say 
they heard the report concerning the 
sacking of the town, but had no con- 
firmation. 

Additional reports of the outlawry 
say that dire punishment followed all 
attempts at resistance by the towns- 
people of La Quemada. No atrocities 
were reported, however, 

Dispatches from Jalisco to the Herald 
today said that 2,000 more troops have 
arrived in that state to take part in 
the Federal campaign to capture Mex- 
ico’s aged Catholic prelate, Archbishop 
Orozco y Jiminez, dead or alive. 

The new detachment, which will aug- 
ment many thousands already in the 
field against what are described as 
“religious fanatic rebels,” is under 
command of Gen. Andres Figueroa. 

Archbishop Orozco is declared by the 
government to be the leader of numer- 
ous rebel bands in Jalisco. He was re- 


ported to have narrowly escaped cap- 
ture last week. 

Federal commanders are planning a 
massed infantry attack, supported with 
artillery, on San Salvador, Jalisco, 
where a large body of rebels is be- 
lieved to be heavily fortified.

Planes Fired on by Sandino’s 
Men Retaliate With Tell- 
ing Effect. 


WAS HOTTEST FIGHT YET 


Managua, Nicarague, Dec. 6 (A.P.).— 
American aviators, operating with a 
joint patrol of United States Marines 
and National Guardsmen, killed 37 reb- 
els in an encounter near El Chipote, 
instead of 4, as originally reported. Col. 
Mason Gulick, commander of the Ma- 
rine Corps, has just received dispatches 
containing that information. 

About 200 of Gen. Sandino’s follow- 
ers fired on the two Marine planes, 
which flew out of range, and then, re-. 
turning and flying low, strafed the 
rebels with machine guns and bombs. 
The planes returned safely to Ocotal. 

The aviators said it was the hottest 
fight they had been in since their ar- 
rival in Nicaragua. 

Col. Gulick also reports two Nationa) 
Guardsmen killed yesterday in a sharp 
encounter with rebels between Jicaro 
and San Fernando. The casualties 
among the rebels are not known. Fear- 
ing that the small patrol might be in 
distress, as large numbers of bandits 
and rebels are known to be in that 
section, Col. Gulick immediately dis- 
patched planes with machine guns and

DOG TEAM WINS RACE

SIDDONS REFUSES 
TO DISMISS OIL JURY 
CONTEMPT CHARGE 


Justice Rules Testimony 
Will Be Considered in 
Burns-Sinclair Case. 


DECISION ON MOTION 
MAY BE MADE LATER 


Counsel for Six Defendants 
Argue That Petition Fails 
to Make Real Charge. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Testimony will be taken in the con- 
tempt proceedings growing out of the 
mistrial of the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy 
trial. Justice Siddons ruled yesterday 
afternoon, after arguments had been 
completed on a motion to dismiss, that 
he would decide the issues presented 
by counsel] for the respondents at a 
later date. This means that all of the 


“|evidence gathered by the Government 


as to the surveillance of the jury in the 
Fall-Sinclair case will be heard first and 
that the ruling of the court will be 
predicated upon the testimony so pre- 
sented. It is expected that the jurors 
in the conspiracy trial will be heard to- 
day. 

Efforts of counsel for Harry F. Sin- 
clair, Henry Mason Day, Sheldon Clark, 
William J. Burns, W. Sherman Burns 
and Charles L. Veitsch, the six respond- 
ents in the case, to demonstrate the in- 
sufficiency of the contempt petition and 
the lack of jurisdiction possessed by the 
court were met with the ruling of Jus- 
tice Siddons that he felt it would be 
better and more fitting to hear all of the 
attendant circumstances, and to “have 
all the light we can upon this petition 
and this case” before reaching a deci- 
sion. The court made it plain that his 
action was without prejudice, and that 
he would be ready to entertain and 
consider a similar motion at a later 
stage of the proceedings. 


Ten-Day Trial Predicted. 


The reverse suffered by the respond- 
ents in the early stages of the trial 
means, according. to Maj. Peyton Gor- 
don, United States District Attorney, 
that at least ten days and possibly more 
will be taken up in the examination of 
witnesses, most of whom have already 
appeared before the grand jury, through 
whom an effort will be made to show 
that the operations of the Burns detec- 
tives “obstructed or intended to ob- 
struct the administration of justice.” 

It was indicated by remarks from the 
bench and by several of the attorneys 
that the case eventually may hinge 
upon whether or not the constant 
Observation to which the members of 
the Fall-Sinclair jury were subjected of 
itself constitutes a matter which may 
be considered in contempt of court. 
Justice Siddons, from the bench, said 
that he had been able to find no prece- 
dent dealing with this exact question, 
and his questions directed to attorneys 
in the case failed to elicit any citation 
involving exactly the particulars in the 
present proceedings. 

It was, however, the contention of at- 
torneys for the various respondents, 
repeatedly stated, that there was but 
one actual allegation in the contempt 
citation, and that the one charging that 
Burns operatives had been employed to 
“spy, observe and shadow” the jury, 
and this they contended was perfectly

TD 70TH GONGRESS 


President Urges Stern 
Self-Denial in Use of 
Federal Money. 


WOULD AID FARMER 
BY REVOLVING FUND 


Adequate Army and Navy 
and Mellon Tax Reduction 
Plan Put Forward. 


(Associated Press.) 

Calling upon the people to continue a 
“stern self-denial” in national expendi- 
tures, President Coolidge laid before 
Congress yesterday a moderate program 
of expansion for its defenses and nat- 
ural resources. 

In a message which touched upon 
virtually all of the legislative issues 
which have aroused interest and spec- 
ulation, the President presented views 
differing only in minor details from 
those he has previously outlined on the 
major problems of farm relief, taxa- 
tion, flood control, foreign relations and 
the state of the Army and Navy. 

Informing Congress that he had not 
changed in his opposition of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm relief bill with its 
equalization fee, he recommended in- 
stead a Federal farm loan board with 
a revolving fund to build up coopera- 
tive marketing and aid in the disposi- 
tion of crop surpluses. On tax re- 
vision he stood by the Treasury's pro- 
gram. 

The Navy, he said, should be ex- 
panded by the addition of cruisers, 
submarines, airplanes and carriers as 
well as the development of the mer- 
chant marine as a second line of de- 
fense. 


Recommends Flood Control. 


He recommended that flood control 
be confined this year to the lower Mis- 
sissippi River, with provision for ade- 
quate dikes, emergency spillways and 
aids to navigation; cautioned that this 
problem should be met by viewing it 
as a separate national question without 
attempts to link it with other proposals 
for river control and expansion; and 
Suggested that the people enjoying the 
benefits of land reclaimed by Govern- 
ment-butit dikes share partial, although 
perhaps lighter, burden of its expense. 

Construction of a dam at Boulder 
Canyon in the Colorado River was fa- 
vored by the President, wno cautioned, 
however, that every other possibility 
should be exhausted before’the Federal 
Government. becomes engaged in the 
power business. Muscle Shoals, he said, 
now was mostly concerned with power,

Trade Chamber to Study 
Diploma Mill Measures 


Proposed amendments to the District 
code designed to eliminate so-called 
“diploma mills” and questionable edu- 
cational institutions from operating in 
the District of Columbia, evoked so 
much discussion last night at a meet- 
ing of the board of directors of the 
Washington Chamber of Commerce that 
the board decided to refer the matter 
back to the committee on universities 
for further consideration. 

The proposed amendment provided, 
in brief, that the Board. of Education 
be empowered with authority to ap- 
prove or reject applications for licenses 
for educational institutions, and if a 
license is granted the board be charged 
to see that the institution properly per- 
forms its duty. This provision was pro- 
tested vigorously, as well as others in 
the proposed bill, by Charles W. Darr 
and the Right Rev. Mer. C. F. Pace, of 
Catholic University, who felt that high- 
er education and colleges belong in a 
different field from that covered by the 
Board of Education.

Ovation Greets Ivantzoff; Paul 
Althouse Applauded for 
“Flower Song.” 


Bizet’s “Carmen,” a mosaic of musical 
masterpieces and jewels of song, was 
the medium last night through which 
the Washington National Opera Com- 
pany won its second notable success of 
its tenth anniversary week at Poli’s 
Theater. 

A quartet of principals, two women 
and two men, divided the honors of the 
opera among them, even as the com- 
poser had neatly balanced the musical 
beauties, dramatic force and appeal be- 
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tween his characters in a manner which 
truly makes it difficult to point the one 
most enthralling. 

It was a new Carmen Jeanne Gor- 
don brought to us, a Carmen rather 
of the Mary Garden, than the Calve- 


Emmy Destinn—Geraldine Farrar school 
of this historic role. Miss Gordon did 
not entirely disdain the traditions of 
Carmen, but she added certain origi- 
nal touches of her own which gave dis- 
tinction and added charm to her por- 
trayal of the fiery cigarette girl of old 
Seville. In appearance Miss Gordon was 
an ideal Carmen. She displayed the 
coquetry, the whimsicalities and the 
fire and dash of spirit of the Castilian. 


Has Thorough Control of Voice. 


Miss Gordon’s voice is a very de- 
pendable organ, brilliant, sweet, with 
ample range and thorough control. The 
genius of this opera star was apparent 
in a variety of musical moods. Alike 
effective in the “Habanera” and the 
“Seguidilla,” she also sustained her full 
share of trios and duets and in the 
famous quintet was more than ade- 
quate. ; 

As she sang the “Habanera” with in- 
imitable grace and beauty of fone, that 
love song of Bohemia, whose strains 
are so bewitching that, with the “Tore- 
ador”’ song, it ever spells the opera 
“Carmen” to music lovers—one felt sure 
that here was another artist of song 
who could justly claim the title of 
Carmen. Miss Gordon gave this song 
of unique construction—the melody all 
within a single octave with half-tone 
intervals—the picturesque treatment it 
deserves in tones as soft as caresses, 
picturing all the exotic fascination of 
Old Spain. 

Yet the prima donna rose to the 
truest heights of her art in the death 
scene, one of the most tragic and mem- 
orable in grand opera. Her final duet 
with Don Jose, capably sung by Paul 
Althouse, kept the audience tense with 
the vocal beauty and the dramatic in- 
tensity of the singers. 


Orchestra Gives True Support. 


Throughout the opera the directors 
had maintained the tradition that 
“Carmen,” aside from its stirring ro- 
mance and fascinating music, is a veri- 
table series of stage pictures and lends 
itself easily to the spectacular. Color, 
brilliancy and a gay insouciance 
abounded in all the scenes, and the 
mounting of the scenes and the costum- 
ing was of unusual lavishness and rich- 
ness, due to the genius of Enrica Clay 
Dillon, director of the stage, and Mor- 
timer Clark, in charge of art properties. 

The opera was conducted by Signor 
Bimboni, who led an augmented orches- 
tra in pleasing support of the singers 
and with true appreciation of the or- 
chestral values and demands of the 
score. “Carmen” is a more florid opera 
than “Mignon,” and the orchestra was 
able to cope with its technical difficul- 
ties most satisfactorily. 

Because of ’the illness of Marjorie 
Maxwell, who was to have sung “Mi- 
caela,” that role was handled in a 
masterly manner by Miss Dorothy 
she took her work very easily. In her 
wreath she gained by her debut appear- 
ance in grand opera as “Mignon” on 
Monday night. 

The inspiration of success gave Miss 
Speare more assurance last night, and 
she took her work very easily in her 
beautiful and best aria, “Je dis que rien 
ne m’epouvante,” known as ‘“Micaela’s 
Air,” her voice was sweet and lovely and 
the soft arpeggios of the instruments 
seemed to rise as incense and carry her 
musical prayer with them. 


Ivantzoff is Gallant Toreador. 


The spotlight of achievement played 
over Ivan Ivantzoff whenever he was 
on the stage. He was a gallant tore- 
ador, perfect in the role at all times, 
an operatic past master of his art. 
Washington, who has learned to know 
the virtues of this opera star, wel- 
comed him with an ovation when he 
entered and repeated it several times 
during the evening, especially after his 
spirited rendition of the famous and 
familiar “Toreador Song,” of which, 
cespite its frequent hearing, music 
lovers never seem to tire. 

This barytone aria is one of the most 
celebrated of all the well known airs 
of “Carmen.” It has a strongly ac- 
cented rhythm and pulsating theme 
suggesting the exciting blaze of a mul- 
titude of lights and the brazen blare 
of the arena trumpets heralding the 
opening of the big show. 

Paul Althouse, as Don Jose, came in 
for his full share of the night’s ac- 
claim. He had been heard here many 
times in concert and his beautiful 
tenor voice was adequate in every 
sense of the word to his role. In his 
famed “Flower Song,’ as well known 
for the tenor voice as the feminine 
“Flower Song” of Faust, there was a 
wealth of tenderness displayed which 
brought instant applause from the 
pleased audience. 


Give Enthusiasm to Roles. 


Aside from these stars other princi- 
pals in the cast gave good account of 
themselves. The audience welcomed 
Doris Morrow as Frasquita, and Mer- 
cedes, played by Rose Pollio, as prima 
donnas of tomorrow, who are surely. 
working their way upward to operatic 
fame. George Beuchler, Wilfred Smith 
and Walter Chambers, as smugglers, 
contributed enthusiasm and youth to 
their roles as well as excellent voices. 

The chorus of the Washington Na- 
tional Opera Company took advantage 
of the greater opportunities for choral 
work in “Carmen” to write their names 
on the scroll of the evening’s success. 
They sang with a good ensemble tone, 
pleasing enunciation and added to the 
picturesqueness of the scenes. 

One of the minor hits of the evening 
was in the Street Boys song, a gay mar- 
tial tune given by the singing boys of 
St. John’s Church, Lafayette Square, 
whose sweet treble tones got over the 
footlights well and won for them gen- 
erous applause at the conclusion of 
their song.

Connors; Under Fire, Says 
He Knows the Defendant 
Is Moneyless. 


SLAYER IS THREATENED 
FOR COURT OUTBURST 


Judge Is About to Punish the 
Prisoner for Contempt 
in Angry Scene. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 6 (A.P.).— 
George Remus as a wife slayer to pre- 
vent revelation of hidden assets the 
Federal Government might claim to 
meet more than $10,000,000 in tax 
claims, rather than as a demented love 
killer, was the picture the prosecution 


sought to sketch in his murder trial 
today. 

George Connors, once “lieutenant in 
chief” of the former “king of boot- 
leggers,” was undergoing his third day 
of cross-examination when the State 
reached the high point of its case. 

“Mrs. Remus, before she was going 
into the divorce court, had been in 
communication with the internal reve- 
nue commissioner giving information 
as to holding of you with Remus and 
Blanche Watson, hadn’t she,’” asked 
Walter K. Sibbald, assistant prosecutor. 

Connors affirmed that he knew Mrs. 
Remus had been in communication 
with the commissioner, but asserted 
with heat that Remus “hasn’t got a 
dollar” and that neither he nor Miss 
Watson had secreted Remus’ assets.” 

“You knew Remus did want to get 
possession of papers Mrs. Remus had 
because he did not want her to reveal 
his property holdings for the Govern- 
ment’s knowledge for taxation, didn’t 
you?” pursued Sibbald. 


Wanted to Recover Property. 


Connors asserted hé knew Remus 
wanted to get possession of the papers 
in order to use them against Mrs. Re- 
mus and Franklin L. Dodge, jr., in a 
Mann act case and to recover property 
pm alleged the two had taken <1d hid- 

en. 

Connors has termed himself secre- 
tary to Remus for the last two years. 
Miss Watson is another Remus secre- 
tary. 

Dodge is a former Federal Department 
of Justice agent who obtained the con- 
viction which wrecked Remus’ rum ring 
and sent him to prison, In his plea 
of transitory maniacal insSanity Remus 
set up that he was driven to madness 
by an association his wife and Dodge 
formed after his incarceration. 

Sibbald reached his objective only 
after scores of questions asked Con- 
nors, a crafty, quick-witted young man. 
who frequently caught Sibbald off his 
guard. Sometimes Judge Chester R. 
Shook upheld Connors, but as frequent- 
ly he admonished him to reply directly 
and not quibble. 

Connors admitted that he knew the 
Federal Government had a claim of 
$109,000 against Remus for unpaid in- 
come tax and that the Government had 
claims of approximately $%10,000,000 
against Remus because of differences 
over the classification of liquor handled 
by the defendant. Connors referred to 
them as “illegitimate claims.” 

“T haven’t got a dime of Remus’ 
property, and neither has Blanche Wat- 
son,” Connors asserted. “Remus hasn't 
got a dollar.” 

Connors admitted he knew that until 
recently Remus had up a large certi- 
fied check for settlement of the Govern- 
ment’s income tax claim, but that 
within the last few wrebe it had been 
withdrawn. 


Remus Startles Court. 


George Remus startled,the courtroom 
and aroused the ire of Judge Chester R. 


Shook by an outburst that required the 
combined efforts of three men and his 
daughter, Romola, to subside. Remus’ 
roaring voice was heard over the tur-- 
moil of rushing feet toward the man 
who bellowed: “My life’s at stake; my 
life’s at stake, and I know my legal 
rights.” 

Judge Shook had threatened Remus 
with contempt of court proceedings, to 
which Remus replied in admonishing 
terms: 

“your honor, I have tried criminal 
cases throughout this country, and I 
know how to couch and phrase objec- 
tions correctly.” 

Remus had been overruled in an ob- 
jection, and instructed not to give 
evidence in an objection. 

“Don’t arraign the court,” thun- 
dered Judge Shook with unexpected 
severity, and he was about to proceed 
When Remus cut in: 

“But your honor——’ 

“Sit down and keep quiet. Don’t 
make me warn you again, or I'll cite 
you for contempt of court,” Judge 
Shook cried in a voice that brought 
Sheriff William A. Anderson and 
another deputy running to crowd about 
Remus. 

Remus’ own bailiffs, assigned to guard 
against any outbreak, crowded about 
him urging him to sit. down. Judge 
Shook ruffled through books angrily 
as though about to rule against the 
belligerent Remus. To Sheriff Anderson, 
who was repeating the judge’s order 
that he sit down, Remus cried: “It’s 
the court’s privilege, but my life’s at 
stake and I know my legal rights.” 


Rabbit Scourge Finds 
Human Victims Also 


New York, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—A plague 
wsich periodically kills rabbits in great 
numbers is tranmissible to human be- 
ings, Paul G. Redington, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Biological Re- 
search, said here today. The disease is 
‘transmitted by bites of deer flies and 
ticks and by handling and dressing the 
animals, he explained. 

The “rabbit disease,” scientifically 
known as tularemia, is “debilitating, 
disabling and frequently fatal,” he said 
In the past it has been wrongly diag- 
nosed as typhoid fever, anemia and 
blood poison. He advised the use of 
rubber gloves when handling and dress- 
ing rabbits.

ASSEMBLY’S SESSION | 
MARKED BY UPROAR 


“Run Them Out!” Is the Cry 
From Galleries; Words of 
Executive Cheered. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 6 (A-P.). 
Rebuffed by Gov. Henry S. Johnston, 
majorities of both houses of the Okla- 
homae Legislature met here today in a 
session that has been declared im- 
potent and void by the State Supreme 
Court, and proceeded with arrange- 
ments to investigate State departments, 
including the governor’s office. 

The house meeting adjourned for the 
day in an uproar, precipitated by thun- 
derous applause from the galleries fol- 
lowing the reading of the governor’s 
statement refusing 0 recognize the 
session. 

By a vote of 22 to 8, the Senate late 
tc ay held itself to be a legal court 
of impeachment, in contradiction to 
the Supreme Court’s ruling that its 
session was of no force c°* effect. The 
affirmative vote is a majority 02 the 
elected membership of the senate—43. 

Cries of “Hurrah for the governcr’”’ 
came from the house gallery as the 
statement or Gov. Johnson was read. 
The tumult grew and cries of “Get out” 
and “Run them out” were added by the 
spectators. 


Challenged by Editor. 


“You run us out,” challenged Rep- 
resentative J. C. Nance, editor-legisla- 
tor from Cotton County, leaping to his 
feet. 

Speaker E. P. Hill, of Pittsburg 
County, who was elevate. to the dais 
as one of the first actions of the as- 
sembly, sought to restore orc-r remind- 
ing the house members that “We're 
here to conduct ourselves as gentle- 
men.” 

The house soon afterward adjourned 
for the day on motion of M. Tom 
Kight, who was appointed chairman 
of an investigating committee of 30 
members. An argument over the status 
of a motion to adjourn sine die was 
in progress when the Kight motion was 
put and unanimously adopted. 

A committee of six men appointed to 
wait upon the governor during the 
noon hour and inform him the legis- 
lature was in session was told that he 
was at lunch. Dividing, a part of the 
committee went to the capitol cafe- 
teria in search of the executive, but 
was unable to find him. Upon the com- 
mittee members’ return they were told 
that the governor was in his office and 
would see them. 


Denies Right to Act. 


Frank Manning, of Grady County, 
chairman of the committee, later re- 
ported to the house that there were 
luncheon plates on the governor’s desk. 

Mr. Manning stepped forward as 
spokesman of the committee and said: 
“Governor, we're here to tell you that 
the special session has convened. We 
are ready to receive any message you 
may have for us.” 

“First of all, your legislature is not 
in session,” the governor replied. “Yet, 
I want to show you every courtesy. I 
have prepared a statement for you.” 

He then handed Mr. Manning the 
statement, which welcomed the legis- 
lature members as citizens and informed 
them they had no right to meet as a 
legislative body. That ended the in- 
terview and the committee returned to 
the house chamber.

WIFE TO TESTIFY TODAY

grace upon his family. 

A letter and a telegram which, the 
defense said, were from Stotler and 
which arranged for the raid on the 
night of the murder will be used to 
show that Stotler and not Walters had 
planned the trip into the mountains 
east of here, and that Walters did not 
lure Stotler there to kill him. 

Mrs. Walters will take the stand to- 
morrow to tell of her relations with 
Stotler, defense counsel said, and Wal- 
ters also will testify. 

Among the witnesses who testified 
today were Mrs. Hunter Stotler, wife 
of the slain man, who told of coming 
to Hagerstown with her husband ten 
days before he was killed; Mrs. Grace 
Stotler, Tiddy, daughter of Stotler, and 
Dr. Perry Prather, who told of the 
wounds that killed Stotier.

Aboard Presidential Train, San Luis. | 
Mexico, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Relations be- | 
tween Mexico and the United States 
have been greatly improved by the | 
American Ambassador, Dwight W. Mor- | 
row, President Calles told the Mexican | 
and foreign correspondents today 
aboard the presidential train upon the | 
last day of an extensive tour. The Am- | 


bassador was the guest of the presi- | 
dent and saw some of the largest irri- | 
gation projects of the Mexican gov- | 
ernment, as well as other developments, | 


and the rural schools. 

“I consider Ambassador Morrow my | 
personal friend,” said Senor 
“He is a very intelligent man, a very | 
thoughtful man, a man of deep under- 
standing. He is a man who has made 
himself appreciated by all who have | 
come in contact with him in Mexico | 
as well a: elsewhere. Everywhere on 
this trip Ambassador Morrow has re- 
ceived from the masses of common peo- 
ple demonstrations of tneir sympathy 
toward him. I am happy that he is 
the United States Ambassador to Mexi- 
co and that improveme t in the re- 
lations between the two countries is 
being effected.” 

President Calles responded to many 
questions put to him by the correspond- 
ents. With regard to the religious situ- 
ation and the government’s policy on 
that problem the president «aid the 
Catholics had made no recent over- 
tures for a settlement, adding: 

“If such overtures should be made, 
my attitude would be that which Il 
have already expressed ad infinitum; 
that is—‘here are the laws and the 
constitution; they must be obeyed. All 
you have to do is to come back and 
obey the laws and the constitution and 
the religious question is settled.’ ” 

The Calles government does not con- 
template seeking any foreign loans. Its 
present intention is to complete various 
irrigation, school building and other 
constructive programs without borrow- 
ing a single penny—solely by economy 
in the use of domestic revenues. 


To Be Dairy Farmer. 


The president remarked that when he 
retired from office he intended to be- 
come a dairy farmer on his ranch near 
Mexico City, and to live in one of the 
suburbs of the capital where he is 
erecting a home.

Peace by January 1. 


Regarding future prospects of do- 
mestic affairs, Senor Calles remarked: 
“There is confidence new in the sta- 
bility of the government. The pacifi- 
cation of the country is being carried 
out. I believe by January 1 all the 
country will be at peace and everybody 
at work.” 

“What has been your most difficult 
job as president?” some one asked. 

The president replied: “To be under- 
stood—yes, by that I mean both at 
home and abroad.” 

Discussing the Pan-American confer- 
ence to be held at Havana, Senor Calles 
expressed the opinion that it would 
be of great importance .o all America 
and that problems of much importance 
to Mexico would be discussed. 

Asked to discuss the feeling of in- 
creased optimism noted in many quar- 
ters, the president said: “That is for 
the people to judge.”

RIGHT TO SUE IS UPHELD! STRIKE FORMER HANDICAP 


Columbus, Ohio, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Ohio 
and other States fighting Chicago’s 
diversion of water from Lake Michigan 
for sanitary drainage purposes won a 
“big victory” in Special Master Charles 
E. Hughes’ findings and recommenda- 
tions to the United States Supreme 
Court, Attorney General E. C. Turner 
declared today. The master’s report has 


been hailed as a signal victory for Chi- 


cago by officials of that city. 

The attorney general will leave for 
where tomorrow he 
will confer with attorneys general of 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota, Penn- 
sylvania and New York on what action 
Shall be taken by the States opposing 
Chicago’s drainage scheme on the special 
master’s report. 

Attorney General Turner pointed out 
that while Mr. Hughes recommended 
that the suit brought by the States 
be dismissed, he recognized the right 


| of the States to bring such an action 
| to protect themselves and their com- 


merce on the Great Lakes, the validity 
of the Secretary of War’s orders limit- 


' ing the amount of water which Chicago 


may withdraw from the lake and the 
right of Congress to enact legislation 
governing the water diversion. 

Mr. Hughes also found the Chicago 
diversion was responsible for the lower- 
ing of the lake levels 6 inches, thereby 
constituting a hindrance to navigation. 

If the Supreme Court adopts the 
recommendation of Judge Hughes, Mr 
Turner said, “Ohio and the other States 
will be permitted to again raise the 
question in the courts if there is abuse 
of the permit granted by the Secretary 
of War.” 


$1,500,000 Damage 


In Five Forest Fires 


Los Angeles, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—With four 
of the five major fires extinguished after 
having swept over thousands of acres of 
brush and forest lands of southern

SCHWAB CREDITS TRADE 
BOOM 10 NEW LABOR ERA 


Says Stability Is Traceable to 
Better Relations of Men 
and Employers. 


New York, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—The present 
Stability of busines is due largely to the 
better relations that have been brought 
about betwen employers and employes, 
Charles M. Schwab told the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers tonight. 
Mr. Schwab, who spoke as retiring 
prsident of the society, said this im- 
proved relationship was due to “human 
engineering.” 

“It was not so many years ago,” he 
said, “that buyers of basic products 
were under a constant fear that their 
supplies of essential materials would be 
interrupted by strikes, lockouts or other : 


overt expressions of industrial ill will. 
They could not be sure of uninter- 
rupted production. 

“Therefore, it was quite natural that 
they bought beyond their neds and laid 
up surplus supplies which, in periods 
of business recession, were dumped on. 
the markets and added to the demorali- 
zation and stagnation which formerly 
characterized several down-turns in the 
busines cycle.” 

In the matter of wages, Mr Schwab 
said he believed the desire of labor can 
best be fulfiled by rewarding men with 
their contributions toward the success 
of the business. 

But ven with good wages and steady 
employment, Mr. Schwab pointed out, 
the workman, unless he has the sense 
of ownership, is likly to lack one factor 
essential to his fullest efficiency ang 
greatest interest in the company., 

“Successful industrial managment in 
the future,” he said, “is going to de- 
pend more and more on management of 
men, rather than upon the organization 
of machines and other problems which 
ordinarily are considered in the sphere 
of practical engineering.”

Calls for More Navy Ships. 


“Any future treaty of limitation will 
call on us for more ships, We should 
enter on no competition. We should 
refrain from no needful program.” 

The President declared that stabiliza- 
tion of Great Lakes remained to be con- 
sidered so that they may be opened to 
the sea, Congress having already au- 
thorized the general improvement of 
the Mississippi system. This stabiliza- 
tion would provide a Gulf-to-the-At 
lantic waterway, indorsed by Mr, Cool- 
idge in his Philadelphia speech before 
the Union League, and his message de- 
clared that two boards of engineers had 
decided the St, Lawrence River the 
more expeditious and cheaper route. 

The President declared himself in 
favor of a Gulf-to the-Atlantic water- 
way, expressing the opinion that a 
route through the St. Lawrence River 
would be cheaper and more expeditious. 

While he favored proposals for pro- 
moting peace throughout the world, 
Mr. Coolidge declared that the United 
States should continue to promote 
peace by example and “fortify it by 
such international covenants against 
war as we are permitted under our

No Funds Provided for Gun 
Elevation on Nevada 
and Oklahoma. 


(Associated Press.) 

With the President’s message out of 
the way, the House, at another short 
session yesterday, went through the 
preliminaries which usually precede 
the launching of big and important 
business. 

Three major bills—the $236,000,000 
tax-reduction measure, the first de- 
ficiency appropriation bill carrying 
nearly $200,000,000 and the Swing- 
Johnson Boulder Dam proposal—were 
presented together with a score or 
more of Federal building and bridge 
measures. 

In the Senate nearly 50 minor pen- 
sion and claims bills were introduced. 

The deficiency bill, incorporating 
nearly all of the items which failed of 
passage last session when the Senate 
filibuster killed the second deficiency 
and public buildings bills, was reported 
by the appropriations committee and 


probably will be taken up late today 
or tomorrow. 


Tax Bill Second on Program. 


Present plans call for taking up the 
tax bill after the deficiency measure 
is disposed of. Indications yesterday 
were that the former would be reached 
before the week-end. The Boulder 
Dam bill is not expected to be taken 
up before the eleven annual supply 
measures are out of the way. 

The deficiency bill provided a total 
of $198,876,264, which was $6,662,593 
less than the budget estimates, but 
$68,000,000 more than the items in- 
cluded in the two bills that failed last 
session. 

Among the larger provisions were 
$43,000,000 for tax refunds, $46,000,000 
for Army and Navy pensions, $19,400,- 
000 for Veterans Bureau compensation, 
and $7,00.,000 for emergency flood con- 
trol on the Mississippi. A reappropri- 
ation also was provided of $36,600,000 
from unexpended balances for former 
service men. 

¢ total of $8,671,583 was included for 
public buildings and the remainder of 
the $20,000,000 needed to start the first 
of the five-year building program, 
which failed last session, wes trans- 
ferred to the 1929 budget. The latter 
wil? be included in the Treasury supply 
bill. 

Indications that a. fight would be 
made on the estimates of $13,150,000 
for alterations artd repairs to the bat- 
tleships Oklahoma and Nevada were 
given in a statement made on the 
House floor by Representative McClin- 
tic, of Oklahoma, a Democrat, on the 
naval committee. 


House Fight Forecast. 


In reporting the bill, the committee 
.eft out $940,000 of that total provided 
by the budget for increasing the gun 
range of the two ships, and Mr Mc- 
Ciintic. in opposing the provision, said 
it would be thrashed out in the House 
when the question arose as to whether 
the elevations would violate the spirit 
of the Washington arms treaty.

In offering again the Boulder Dam 
bill, Repres itative Swing (Repubii- 
can), California, Cescribed it as vir- 
tually the same as that which failed 
of enactment in the Senate at the 
last session He said he would ask for 
its eariy consideration by the reclama- 
tion committee, which favorably re- 
ported it last session, and the rules 
committee, which geve it privileged 
status in the same Congress.

In an effort to pacify its factions and 
at the same time intensify its strength 
in the Capital, the Antisaloon League 
of America, holding its biennial na- 
tional convention at the Mayflower 
Hotel, is expected momentarily to an- 
nounce a general administrative reor- 
ganization, with permanent headquart- 
- ers here. 


As soon as the directors of the league | 


formally act on the proposed reorgani- 
zation, announcement will be made of 
the personnel of a new administrative 
committee which is to take over the 
scepter of the late Wayne B. Wheeler, 
with materially increased powers.

Sought Service Lapses. 
The efforts of the investigators were 


not used to discover whether or not 


real efficiency under all circumstances 
exists, but to magnify out of all pro- 
portion alleged incidents in the failure 
of employes, which failures, even if 
established by the investigators, bear 
so slight a relation to the work as a 
whole as to be absolutely negligible if 
tested by informed people or a fair 
tribunal. Even if established, it is in- 
dicative only of the lapse of an indi- 
vidual and not the failure of the plan 
of service or the system. It was an 
attempt on the part of the investi- 
gators, who already had their minds 
made up, to find something wrong 
with the service in order to justify 
their preconceived conclusions, 

“The main questions for record are 
as follows: 

“Children should be separated from 
adults, but in the accomplishment of 
this it is not necessary to transfer the 
children from the Woman’s Bureau to 
the Board of Public Welfare. 

“When children and adults are in 
separate buildings, with proper equip- 
ment, the problem of administration is 
simplified and were this accomplished 
by the Woman’s Bureau there would 
remain no reason for the transfer of 
children to any other agency.”

Discussion of the President’s ex- 
penses while he and Mrs. Coolidge 
were away from the White House took 
place when Lieut. Col. U. 8. Grant 3d 
appeared before the committee to ask 
for appropriations for his. office. Col. 
Grant is in charge of public buildings 
and grounds, which include the White 
House. ; 

Congress gave the President an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for rent when 
he had to move out of the White House, 


Col. Grant said, but he explained that 
the President spent only $3,500. Re- 
pairs and other expenseg at the tex 


porary White House, he said, totaled 
$6,203.22. The house is owned by Mrs.

They passed 
most of the day at the Capitol, where 
farm legislation has caused such a 
rumpus, and today they will make a 
pilgrimage to Mount Vernon. Before 
they leave the city they will call on 
President Coolidge at the White House. 

The farmers, a husky-looking lot, 
are on a sightseeing tour of seven 
cities, sponsored by Senator Arthur 
Capper, of Kansas. The party is in 
charge of Floyd B. Nichols, managing 
editor of the Kansas Farmer, one of 
Senator Capper’s publications, 


Boost for Kansas. 


The visitors expressed themselves as 
being thrilled by Washington, but that 
didn’t stop them from boosting Kan- 
sas. Their State, they pointed out, 
leads the world in wheat production 
and the total value of all its crops this 
year is more than $542,000,000. 

The party left Topeka November 27 
and visited Chicago, Detroit, Schenec- 
tady, New York and Philadelphia be- 
fore coming here. Their next stop will 
be Akron, Ohio. The purpose of the 
tour, it was explained by Senator Cap- 
per, is to give-the farmers an oppor- 
tunity to study the agricultural and in- 
dustrial East at first hand, and to get 
a better understanding of what in the 
middle West is known as the “Eastern 
viewpoint.”

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MR. COOLIDGE’S PERSONAL DESIRE. 


The country is again told by President 
Coolidge that he does not choose to be a 
candidate next year. His statement of 
yesterday is frank and emphatic. He 
speaks of himself as having been elimi- 
nated from consideration and suggests 
that the party should vigorously continue 
the task of selecting “another candidate.” 

The very fact that Mr. Coolidge has 
found it necessary to reiterate his wish 
to eliminate himself proves that the Re- 
publican party has not abandoned its de- 
sire to renominate him. "In spite of the 
evident sincerity of the President’s per- 
sonal wish to retire, the question may be 
decided, not by him, but by the people of 
the United Statés. Do they wish him to 
retire? There is no evidence of it. 

Mr. Coolidge is more popular than ever. 
His suecess as President has been phe- 
nomenal and the public ascribes that suc- 
cess to him and not to circumstances. 
The country’s prosperity is credited to 
him. Of course no one wishes to see 
prosperity disappear. For this reason 
President Coolidge is preferred by the 
rank and file of Republicans over all 
others who may be considered for the 
Presidency next year. He has greater 
strength among independent voters than 
any other Republican could hope to gain. 

When the Republican national conven- 
tion assembles and the question arises, 
“Who is our best man?” there will be 
only one answer, in spite of Mr. Coolidge’s 
personal attitude. The sentiment of the 
country is unmistakable. The people 
have pondered since last August over Mr. 
Coolidge’s statement that he did not de- 
sire renomination. They have not con- 
vinced themselves that his personal de- 
sire should be binding upon them, espe- 
cially when they consider the uncertain- 
ties that must accompany a change of 
chief magistrates. If the Republican na- 
tional convention should sweep away all 
other candidates and call upon Mr. Cool- 
idge to remain at his post, it does not 
seem possible that he would insist upon 
placing his personal desires above his 
public duty. 

It is an unprecedented situation. No 
one doubts that if Mr. Coolidge had not 
issued his statement in August he would 
have been renominated without question. 
His statement of yesterday does not de- 
stroy the popular desire that he should 
head the Republican ticket next year. It 
is his desire against the desire of his 
party. If the present situation extends 
into the next Republican national conven- 
tion there need be little doubt as to which 
desire will prevail. 


HOUSE REAPPORTIONMENT. 


Another attempt is to be made by the House 
of Representatives to comply with that clause 
of the Constitution which directs that a reap- 
portionment of répresentation shall be made 
following each decennial census. It is seven 
years since the Census Office reported the pop- 
ulation of the country as of 1920. Since that 
report was received there have been several 
attempts to reach an agreement upon a basis 
- of representation, but as no plan can be de- 
_ gigned that will not cut down the number of 


seats assigned to some of the States, unless. 


the total membership of the House is materially 
increased, no progress whatever has been made. 

Representative Tilson, Republican leader of 
the House, has declared himself in favor of 
’ passing a reapportionment bill during the pres- 
ent session. The fact that another cénsus will 
be under way before it will be possible to re- 
district the States under any plan which may be 
agreed upon, should not, in the opinion of the 
floor leader, prevent action now. Mr. Tilson

Congress to obey the Constitution after sleep- 
ing on the proposition for seven years will help 
those “‘hundreds of thousands of American 
voters” who have “been partially disfran- 
chised” for at least five years, and who have 
no chance to obtain their constitutional rights 
before the assembling of the Seventy-second 
Congress four years hence. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The American citizen who reads Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message to Congress will 
have in small compass a remarkably clear 
and comprehensive survey of the “state 
of the Union.” The message is packed 
full of information. As for recommenda- 
tions, the President’s views reflect those 
of the great body of the people. He is 
supported by public opinion when he sug- 
gests that Congress limit its legislation 
on flood control to the problem presented 
by the lower Mississippi. On tax reduc- 
tion Mr. Coolidge stands firmly behind 
Secretary Mellon, warning Congress that 
stern economy is necessary and that too 
radical tax reduction would be unwise. 

Public operation of the merchant ma- 
rine is not a success. Mr. Coolidge urges 
Congress to dispose of present .vessels 
and not to enter upon new construction. 
No doubt a special message will be con- 
veyed by him on this subject before Con- 
gress adjourns. It is one of the most im- 
portant and urgent problems now before 
Congress. 

Mr. Coolidge suggests the development 
of air mail routes to Cerltral and South 
America, and also calls attention to the 
importance of fostering good roads 
throughout this hemisphere. He also 
urges repeal of the old law which ham- 
pers the parcel post facilities between 
this country and Cuba. 

Every farmer in the United States 
should read what Mr. Coolidge has to say 
on farm relief. He favors practicable 
plans for helping agriculture, but is as 
firmly opposed as ever to such schemes 
as the McNary-Haugen subsidy. 

On the subject of national defense, and 
particularly increase of the Navy, Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message will attract at- 
tention throughout the world. He 
strikes a clear American note and admin- 
isters a rebuke to British propagandists 
that is calculated to make their ears burn. 
He makes no concealment of the fact that 
the British government blocked the 
Geneva conference. While he does not 
seize upon Britain’s action as justification 
for increasing the United States Navy, 
he does remind Congress that “we now 
know that no agreement can be reached 
that will be inconsistent with a consid- 
erable building program on our part.” 
“We can plan for the future and begin a 
moderate building program.” “The size 
of the Navy which America is to have is 
solely for America to determine.” “The 
attitude of any other country is not to be 
permitted to alter our policy.” ‘“‘Propa- 
ganda will not cause us to change our 
course.” 

These sentences, spoken by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, will be heeded 
abroad. They breathe the will of 
America. Congress is in the same mood 
as the President. The Navy will be in- 
creased. The refusal of foreign powers 
to agree to limit naval power, after they 
had entered into Mr. Coolidge’s confer- 
ence for the express purpose of making 
such an agreement, releases the United 
States from holding back its necessary 
national defense in the hope that general 
naval limitation could be accomplished. 
Congress can now go ahead and provide 
the cruisers that are needed, confident 
that President Coolidge will not recom- 
mend any further postponement of the 
program. Geneva was a bitter lesson, 
but it was a salutary lesson, nevertheless. 
It taught the United States to rely upon 
its own strength for its own defense. 
The lip service of foreign powers in favor 
of naval limitation proved to be idle talk 
when the test came. Never again will 
Americans call upon foreigners to limit 
naval armaments. They can build as 
much as they please, and the United 
States will do the same. 


DOUBLING COLLEGE TEAMS. 


Fielding S. Yost, coach of the University of 
Michigan football better known as 
“Hurry Up,” has announced that next year 
Michigan will be represented on the gridiron 
by two teams, theoretically of equal caliber. 
Since most of the schedules in the Western 
Conference are already made up, however, it 
is probable that one team will bear the brunt 
of conference competition during 1928. There- 
after, “‘Hurry Up” Yost will have two teams 
playing every Saturday during the season, each 
capable in every department of the game of 
representing the University of Michigan. The 
plan is in line with the scheme of enlarging 
intramural and major sports competition, and 
is designed to give many good athletes a chance 


which the limited personnel of the varsity 
squad forbids. 

The two-team football schedule also follows 
out the recommendations for football reform 
of President Ernest M. Hopkins, of Dartmouth 
College. The Hopkins plan, among other mat- 
ters, advocated the scheduling of major games 
on the reciprocal basis by which each college 
would develop from the varsity squad two 
teams, one of which would play at home and 
the other on the rival’s home grounds. Pos- 
sibly this is what the Yost scheme will lead to. 

There is a great deal to be said for 
reciprocal football games. Primarily develop- 
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competition by twice as many students, a highly 
desirable development. In addition, with re- 
ciprocal games played simultaneously, there 
would be less tendency for a wholesale move- 
ment of student bodies upon the eve of big 
games with its attendant problems. On the 
other hand, it will be no easy task to develop 
two teams of equal caliber, for there are al- 
ways bound to be individual stars, drawing 
cards, who can not participate in two games 
at once. Nevertheless, the development will 
be watched with interest. This much may be 
said, that if there are twice as many teams 
playing throughout-the country, twice as many 
people will be able to watch and enjoy the 
great college sport. 


FLAUNTING PUBLIC OPINION. 


The United Cigar Stores Co. has challenged 
the authority of the Commission of Fine Arts 
by announcing its determination to construct 
a building on the northeast corner of Four- 
teenth and E streets according to the original 
plans, which were severely criticized some 
time ago by the commission. This action brings 
into the open the question whether or not an 


official or semiofficial body should have regu- 
latory power over private construction projects 
in Washington. 

Pennsylvania avenue occupies an unique his- 
torical position in the hearts of all Americans. 
It has been a matter of regret for years that 
“the first thoroughfare of the land” should be 
disfigured by ugly and squalid buildings. Now 
this is to bé rectified as far as the southern 
side of the Avénue is concerned, and it was 
believed that private interests, actuated by 
patriotic as wéll as material motives, would 
be guided by the demands of the Fine Arts 
Commission as they rebuilt the northern side 
of the Avenue. 

The Fine Arts Commission can not compel 
the corporation to change its plans. By the 
time suitable legislation is enacted the build- 
ing will have been constructed and, once built, 
its demolition can not be ordered. It is par- 
ticularly unfortunate that a structure of this 
type is to go up on this particular corner, for 
it is one of the most commanding locations 
along the Avenue and ultimately will front 
upon a spacious park and plaza. The building 
will be a reproach to the United Cigar Stores 
and an affront to the people of Washington. 

Washington has implicit faith in its Fine 
Arts Commission and is inclined to stand back 
of it to a man. It is not good business to fly 
in the face of public opinion. 


TRANSATLANTIC PLANS. 


Capt. Renee Fonck, French ace and unsuc- 
eessful transatlantic flier, has announced plans 
to form a $20,000,000 corporation for the pur- 
pose of inaugurating a regular passenger and 
mail air line connecting the United States and 


a point in Europe to be selected. Louis Bleriot, 


first man to fly across the English Channel, 
some time ago announced similar plans. 

The Fonek planes probably will fly between 
the United States and Europe via the Azores, 
hot only in order to take advantage of the 
islands in. case of forced descent, but also so 


that the most favorable air currents can be 
utilized. At least two years of preliminary 
work will be necessary, it is said, before opera- 
tion can be started, for the project is being 
organized systematically and conservatively in 
order to put transatlantie air trave! on a secure 
basis. 

Plans for regular transatlantic air service 
thus far announced are notable for the absence 
of American names in their organizations. It 
would be a pity, with the record of last sum- 
mer’s achievements safely tucked away, if 
other nationals would be first in this develop- 
ment. America has demonstrated that it can 
build planes capable of outstanding perform- 
ance. It has developed aviators as capable as 
those of any other nationality. American capi- 
tal, in the past, has not held back from pioneer- 
ing ventures. One would think, then, that the 
race for development of transatlantic flying 
services would be between rival American cor- 
porations. : 

Possibly the French plans are premature. 
Nevertheless there is much to be gained by 
being early upon the field. It may be also 
that American plans are being laid in secret 
and that when the time is ripe the United 
States will occupy this field. It can not stay 
out forever. 


HALF A CENTURY OF SUCCESS. 
(From the Washitigton Evening Star.) 

Marking its fiftieth anniversary, The Wash- 
ington Post today presents a jubilee edition 
which is notable as an achievement of journal- 
ism as well as commemoration of the first half 
century of that newspaper.

Is It Constitutional? 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: George 
H. Williams, a Missouri former senator, 
in an address before the Oklahoma State 
Bar Association at Tulsa, challenged the 
validity of the eighteenth amendment 
on the grounds that the method of its 
ratification violated the sovereign rights 
of the people. He asserts that Article 
V of thé Constitution and the records 
of the Constitutional Convention show 
that the people reserved unto them- 
selves all national powers not delegated 
to Congress. On this»hasis he argued 
that the intent of the Constitution and 
of the Constitutional Convention was, 
and is, that all amendments which pro- 
pose to delegate national powers to the 
Government P| addition to those origi- 
nally del d must be submitted 
the people if conventions, not, to the 


State legislatures, for ratification. As- 
suming that his arguments are as rea- 
sonable as they are interesting, the ef- 
fect of this “bombshell” may eventually 
reach the Supreme Court. But it faces 
a considerable barrier in the inertia of 
ten years, during which no one has 
questioned the constitutionality of rati- 
fication of thé eighteenth amendment 
py the legislatures.

MENTS. 

At Sebastopol fruits, flowers and 
shrubs are growing that may, in time, 
add millions of dollars to the wealth of 
the world, comments the Sen Francisco 
Chronicle.

sideration in these days of their dis- 
traction and distress. 

We were confronted by similar con- 
dition on a small scale in Nicaragua. 
Our marine and naval forces protected 
our citizens and their property and 
prevented a heavy sacrifice of life and 
the destruction of that country by a 
reversion to a state of revolution. Henry 
L. Stimson, former Secretary of War. 
was sent there to cooperate with our 
diplomatic and military officers in ef- 
fecting a settlement between the con- 
tending parties. This was done on the 
assurance that we would cooperate in 
restoring a state of peace where our 
rights would be protected by giving 
our assistance in the conduct of the 
next presidential election, which oc- 
curs in a few months. With this as- 
surance the population returned to 
their peace-time pursuits, with the ex- 
ception of some small roving bands of 
outlaws. 

In general, our relations with other 
countries can be said to have improved 
within the year. While having a due 
regard for our own affairs, the protec- 
tion of our own rights, and the ad- 
vancement of our own people, we can 
afford to be liberal] toward others, Our 
example has become of great import- 
ance in the world. It recognized 
that we are independent, detached, and 
can and do take a disinterested i- 
tion in relation to international af- 
fairs. Our charity embraces the earth. 
Our trade is far flung. Our financial 
favors are widespread. Those who are 
peaceful and law-abiding realize that 
not only have they nothing to fear 
from us, but that they can rely on our 
moral support. Proposals for promot- 
ing the peace of the world will have 
careful consideration. But we are not 
a people who are always seeking for a 
sign. We know that peace comes from 
honesty and fair dealing, from modera- 
tion, and a generous regard for the 
rights of others. The heart of the 
Nation is more timportant than 
treaties. A spirit of generous consid- 
eration is a more certain defense than 
great armaments. We should continue 
to promote peace by our example, and 


| fortify it by such international cove- 


nants against war as we are permitted 
under our Constitution to make.

the report, “‘theré have been excesses, 
acts of terrorism and such molestation 
of peaceful elements of the population 
as to cause continual fear and unrest.” 
What improvement there has been, 
the committee declares, is due to the 
fact that Jews have been so intimi- 
dated that they have absented them- 
selves in large part from the universi- 
ties and public life and to the fact that 
the virulance of the campaign has 
reacted unfavorably on Roumanian pres- 
tige abroad.

Outbreaks “Menace.” 


* The commission points out the dan- | 


ger of the Roumanian student anti- 
semitic agitation and declares’ that 
“even worse is the complacency with 
which many people regard the attitude 
of certain professors and teachers 
toward these movements, not only con 
doning, but even encouraging them.” 

“We believe,” the report adds, ‘“‘that 
this bitterness is not representative of 
the enlightened opinion of the great 
body of university professors and school 
teachers of Roumania.” 

The violence of which the Baptists 
and other groups complain, says the 
report, is actual and “constitutes a 
charge of religious persecution and 
therefore endangers the highest in- 
terests of the state, church and the 
prestige of the nation.” 

The commission in calling the Rou- 
manian government's attention to the 
situation of the Hungarian-speaking 
Lutheran churches urges that a legal 
status satisfactory to them be estab- 
lished and that a speedy and satisfac- 
tory settlement be made of the rela- 
tions between the government and the 
Roman Catholic minorities, particularly 
in the Banat, the western borders of 
Bucovina. 

A’ wide discrepancy exists, the report 
states, between the constitution, which 
it finds is liberal in many respects, and 
its enforcement, especially in the outly- 
ing districts. 

The report censures the Roumanian 
government for its attempt to abolish 
the confessional schools and urged that 
the minorities be permitted to have 
the kind of schools to which they are 
accustomed, giving them the full right 
to teach the historic languages of 
their respective peoples as well as the 
Roumanian tongue. 

The commission declares it was im- 
pressed with the native intelligence, 
industry, kindly disposition and 
friendliness of the Roumanian people, 
but declares it “extremely unfortunate” 
that the State church should have 
sanctioned the National Christian De- 
fense League and the National Rou- 
Students’ Union, 
whose programs and publications, the 
commission declares, “a disgrace to 
our civilization, an insult to the name 
of Christian, and a black spot on the 
fair name of Roumania.”

Street Riots Reported 
In Former Magyar City 


Budapest, Hungary, Dec. 6 (A.P.).— 
Reports from the Hungarian-Rouma- 
nian frontier indicate that serious dis- 
orders occurred Monday in the town of 
Nagyvarad. This was formerly in Hun- 
gary, but is now annexed to Roumania. 

Many persons are said to have been 
seriously injured in the disorders and 
a Hungarian actor stabbed to death in 
the street. The streets of Nagyvarad 
have been deserted since yesterday, the 
tramway services have ceased and all 
shops are closed. Soldiers and police 
are reported to be patrolling the streets, 
the citizens being afraid:to leave their 
houses. 

Demonstrations, in which many were 
roughly handled, also are reported ait 
Arad, Transylvania.

' threw three more shots at him,” Jones

| “I saw him running up the alley

‘top again. He jumped up off the

|a policeman came running in the alley 
'and 1 showed him where the man had 
{run to and stepped back so I wouldn’t 
‘be in the way.” 

| The alley is only half a block from 
the Third Precinct Station and the 
sounds of the shots were heard plainly 
by reserves on duty there. Within a 
few minutes the police squad had sur- 
rounded the alley and began the search. 
Once they flushed the man and he 
| started running toward an old shack 
on a lot in the rear of 917 Twentieth 
street. Hundreds of residents of apart- 
ments and. houses near the alley leaned 
from their windows and called the at- 
tention of police to the man. 


Blood Found in Shack. 


The police threw their flashlights in 
the shack and saw nothing. This aft- 
ernoon, about twelve hours after the 
unsuccessful hunt, an unidentified 
woman telephoned to the Third Pre- 
cinct Station and reported she had just 
seen a man limp out of the shack hold- 
ing his abdomen as if in intense pain. 
A squad of reserves were immediately 
rushed to the shack and searched it. 
They found a pool of blood in one cor- 
ner and drops of blood leading across 
the lot. A pool of blood was also found 
today at the spot where the man was 
standing when Jones shot at him. 

All hospitals and physicians have 
been asked to be on the lookout for the 
man.

Scores of Delegates Oppose 
Committee Report at Aero- 
nautic Meeting.

FEAR EXPRESSED PLAN 
WOULD CRAMP INDUSTRY 


Opposition Is Also Made to 
Proposal to Designate 
“Master Pilots.” 


Despite the disapproval of scores of 
delegates, the establishment of a set 
of rules to govern the designing of air- 
planes, which would be approved by 
both the Department of Commerce and 
the aviation industry. was urged yes- 
terday in a report of a technical com- 
mittee at the afternoon session of the 
aeronautic conference in the Commerce 
Building. 

The report favored a handbook set 
of requirements and regulations gov- 
erning the building of the various types 
of aircraft, which would become effec- 
tive in July, 1928. If the rules are 
changed, the report favored that these 
become effective six months after pub- 
lication and the notification of plane 
manufacturers. 

Joseph S. Newell, chairman of the 
committee, which was composed of 
engineers of the industry, gave the re- 
port. He said the committee was not 
empowered to specify whether the Fed- 
eral department or the industry should 
compose the rules and the changes. 

The main objection of many of the 
delegates was that the rules would 
stint the genius and possible improve- 
ments in airplane designing. One dele- 
gate attempted to amend the report 
with a resolution that would give the 
industry the upper hand in the rules 
composition and changes. 

Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
William P. MacCracken, chairman of 
the conference, reminded. the delegates 
that the conference was not a “resolu- 
tion-adopting body” and its purpose 
was to discuss frankly the aviation 
manufacturing problems. He also 
pledged for as long as he was connected 
with the Federal department no change 
in the friendly relations and policy be- 
tween the department and the industry. 

The insurance problem in aviation was 
also discussed. Col. H. Barber, of Barber 
& Baldwin, aviation insurance under- 
writers of New York, gave a review of 
the problem and stated that since 1922, 
when most insurance companies frown- 
ed on writing aviation policies, the rate 
of insurance has decreased 40 per cent. 
Today, he said, aviation insurance is 
cheaper than automobile insurance. Col. 
Barber has the distinction of being the 
first holder of an aviation policy, which 
he took out in 1912 as the insured. 

A time-payment plan for the pur- 
chase o€ airplanes, similar to that used 
in the purchase of automobiles, was 
discussed by T. T. Hildebrandt, of the 
Manufacturers Finance Co., of Balti- 
more. He declared that if such a plan 
could be operated with the manufac- 
turers, thousands of airplans could be 
sold. 

At the morning session opposition 
was evidenced to a proposal of the 
Commerce Department that airplane 
pilots be classed in a group of “master 
pilots.” The delegates were mainly in 
favor of the opinion expressed by R. H. 
Depew, jr., of the Fairchild Airplane 
Manufacturing Co., who declared in 
opposing the plan “you can’t legislate 
brains and judgment into a pilot’s 
head.” 

The conference will end its sessions 
on Friday. More than 200 manufac- 
turers and other members of the avia- 
tion industry are in attendance with 
officials of the Commerce Department.

Advisability of Calling Op- 
erators-Union Session. 


DAVIS ACTION FAVORED 


(Associated Press.) 


Federal Government agencies xe- 
frained -yesterday from any definite 
intervention in the bituminous coal 
mining controversy existing in northern 
fields, and President Coolidge was rep- 
resented as doubting the advisability 
of calling a conference of operators and 
union leaders, as had been suggested 
by the labor organization. 

It was said at the White House that 
the President considered that Labor 
Department conciliation, if persisted in, 
might bring about better results than 
such a conference. 

Secretary of Labor Davis, to whom 
the President has consigned the situa- 
tion for particular attention, was 
obliged to leave Washington yesterday 
for a brief visit in New York, and the 
department’s coal territory conciliators 
whom he had summoned to his assist- 
ance this week were temporarily dis- 
missed. 

It was said by some officials in close 
touch with the situation that the labor 
leaders also had appealed to the State 
government of Pennsylvania, and it 
was indicated that if Gov. Fisher of 
Pennsylvania, or governors of the other 
States most troubled by the prolonged 
mining suspension, cared to take up the 
matter, the Federal agencies would be 
held aloof. 

If Davis was expectant of a State 
intervention, he nevertheless withheld 
any Official statement on the subject. 
No official exchanges between the State 
and Federal officials were undertaken 
yesterday, but it was sa#ti that the Sec- 
retary would return from New York 
and resume his activities today.

ence could be made to it one way or 
the other. Possession of the advanced 
copies brought speculation as to whether 
he would discuss this question to an 
end. Mr. Butler, however, told the ar- 
riving committeemen that there would 
be no discussion on the subject so the 
wora gemerally got around to this effect. 


Reception in Blue Room. 


Whether reference after all was a 
last-minute decision and whether he 
had so intended to discuss the ques- 
tion, but took extra precautions to pre- 
vent a leak, is a matter o1 conjecture. 

It was Mr. Slemp who gave the news- 
paper men the best description of what 
happened in the east room. In the first 
place the guests were admitted into the 
blue room, where Mrs. Coolidge re- 
ceived the women, the great majority 
of men and women being dressed in- 
formally. They had gone directly to the 
White House from the Willard Hotel, 
where they had been sitting all day 
listening to the oratory of convention 
city contestants. 

Following the blue room reception 
they were ushered into the east room, 
where they were seated in chairs in 
front of a reading stand on which was 
one light covered by a globular blue 
shade. 

President Reads Speech. 


The President returned from a hur- 
ried visit to the Canadian Legation to 
pay his respects to Viscount Willingdon, 
Canadian governor general, visiting here. 
Attired formally in frock coat he walked 
into the east room accompanied by his 
secretary, Everett Sanders, and Col. Ed- 
ward Starling, of the White House 
secret service. He immediately began 
the reading of his address, which closely 
followed his annual message to Con- 
gress, read yesterday, except that there 
was what was taken as a reference to 
international bankers, who are trying to 
bring about a revision of the tariff. 

“While we believe the welfare of the 
people in general should have our first 
consideration,” he said, “we also have 
the supplementary desire of promoting 
the welfare of finance. We wish our 
banking institutions to be strong and 
profitable, in order that they may serve 
the needs of the Nation. We believe 
they should assist other people in sup- 
plying their credit requirements. We 
do not, however, think this should be 
done by sacrificing any other desirable 
comestic interest. We could not look 
with favor on putting in jeopardy our 
industry, or our agriculture, to serve the 
needs of foreign debtors. Here again 
we must maintain an even balance, 
while looking first to the welfare of our 
own people.” 


Thanks Committee Members, 


He thanked the committeemen for 
the work they had done for the party, 
he paid tribute to Chairman Butler 
and Mrs. Alvin T. Hert, of Kentucky, 
vice chairman. In the light of his sub- 
sequent remarks his reference to the 
party workers might very well be 
termed his “swan song.” He discussed 
the merchant marine, economy and 
said: 

“Unless I misread the convictions of 
my countrymen, we are likewise de- 
termined to enter into no convenant 
that assigns to the United States any 
secondary place among the naval pow- 
ers of the world. The question of how 
and when we should build up our fu- 
ture Navy to a full treaty strength 
would be for ourselves to decide. At 
present, we should contemplate neither 
superiority or inferiority, but merely 
provide for our own needs.” 

Finished reading that part of his 
speech that had been prepared for sev- 
eral days, he read the supplemental 
portion without a noticeable break in 
the continuity so far as the audience 
was concerned. Then he smiled, turned 
abruptly and left the room, followed by 
Sanders and Starling. 


Audience Is Bewildered. 


According to Slemp, everything was 
quiet then everybody turned to some 
one and said: “Well, what do you think 
of that?” The audience then arose 
mechanically and there was some scat- 
tered handclapping. It was not intend- 
ed as applause for his statement, but 
was simply the natural manifestation 
that follows a speech, with every one 
bewildered and saying: “Well, what do 
you think of that?” 

Mr. Slemp said he noticed no change 
in the President’s expression; and 
neither did Charles D. Hilles, of New 
York, vice chairman of the committee. 
Mr. Hilles incidentally described the 
statement as a “vigorous reaffirmation 
of his previous declaration” of a desire 
not to run. He said he saw no need of 
discussing the draft contingency at this 
time, 

There were those, however, who said 
the President seemed tense as he read 
his statement. There was no noticeable 
lowering or lifting of the voice, they 
said, but a tenseness which suddenly 
came over him and gripped them. 


Leaders to Watch Butler. 


It was the consensus in political 
circles that despite the fact that the 
President did not close the door against 
the draft, there should not now be any 
embarrassment to other aspirants, 
either active or otherwise. While the 
question as to the President’s future 
has largely resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of whether he would accept the 
draft, there is really no good reason, it 
was pointed out, why his attitude in 
such a contingency should be demanded. 
It would be the first time in the his- 
tory of the country that such a con- 
tingency ever occurred, and there is 
nothing except the activity of a small 
group, in so far as political leaders.are 
concerned, that gives reason to antici- 
pate that it may happen next year. 

In this connection, the activity of 
Chairman Butler, the friend of the 
President and his personal choice for 
the committee chairmanship, and main- 
spring in the draft movement hereto- 
fore, will be watched by politicians. 
So far as the rank and file of the or- 
ganization is concerned, it is asserted 
that they should now feel free to go 
wherever they please. The President’s 
statement has the unmistakable effect

Bill Would Prohibit 
Loud Talk at Capitol 


A bill making it unlawful, among 
other things, to “utter loud, threat- 
ening or abusive language” on the 
Capitol grounds was introduced in 
the House yesterday by Represen- 
tative Elliott, of Indiana. 

The bill would forbid the use of 
the Capito! or the Capitol grounds 
for parades, orations or celebrations 
except when such things are 
authorized by the architect of the 
Capitol. 

The bill specifies that these pro- 
visions shall not apply to the 
Capitol or its grounds where the 
House and Senate are concerned, 
and further specifies that they shall 
not be construed as prohibiting 
concerts by any band in the service 
of the United States when Congress 
is not sitting. 
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ment upon the President’s statement 
was therefore considered significant. He 
said: “The President did not go as far 
in his statement as I expected he would 
go if he made a second statement. I 
can not yet read in the s.atement a re- 
fusal to accept the nomination if ten- 
dered to him after a deadlock.

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Text of President’s Address 


To National Committeemen 


At the White House yesterday Presi- 
dent Coolidge spoke as follows to the 
Republican National Committee: 

Mr. Chairman and members of the 
committee: 


You are the Republican National Com- 
mittee which came into existence at the 
time I was nominated and elected Pres- 
ident of the United States. Most of 
you took an active part in the conduct 
of that campaign. Both the primary 
and the election were under the im- 
mediate direction of the present chair- 
man, William M. Butler. These con- 
tests have always been a matter of 
much pride to me for the clean and 


| honorable way in which they were 
| made, 


They set a high standard in 
the management of political campaigns. 
For efficiency in operation, for the 
cleanness in finances, for a compre- 
hensive covering of the political field, 
the election of 1924, which was made 
under your direction, stands out unsur- 
passed. I feel that I ought to declare 
in this presence what I know, and what 
you must know, that too much credit 
for these results can’ not be given to 
your chairman, William M. Butler. In 
the delicate matter of assisting the 
women to take part in their first full 
presidential campaign, he had the very 
able assistance of Mrs. Alvin T. Hert. 

One of my chief desires in greeting you 
at the White House was the privilege 
of expressing to you in a somewhat 
formal way the appreciation that I have 
for the work which is done by political 
committees. For many years I was a 
member of the city committee of 
Northampton and at one time its chair- 
man, For years I was in close contact 
with our State central committee and 
our national committeeman, so that I 
know something whereof I speak when 
I say that political committees as in- 
struments of the science of self-govern 
ment are held in altogether too little 
esteem.

They encourage the voter to go 
to the polls. They are the ground- 
work organization, without which pop- 
ular government would almost fail of 
success. While we have faithful com- 
mittee members we have an additional 
assurance of worthy people in office 
through the action of an informed and 
vigorous public opinion. I should like 
to have you know, and trust that you 
can carry my opinion to the subdi- 
visions within your States, how im- 
portant in my estimation is the work 
which is done by political committees. 


Cites Need of Economy. 


You have been most considerate in 
the assistance you have rendered to me 
in the past, and I want you to know of 


my appreciation. You are all conscious 
of the great amount of labor that is at 
present necessary, ~nd always will ke 
necessary, to carry on the Government 
of the United States. It can not be 
efficient without popular support. 
There are always those who are willing 
to waste the resources of the people, 
usually with the best intentions. It 
is no easy matter to see to it that the 
people themselves remain in possession 
of the largest possible amount of their 
own earnings, free from the obligation 
to contribute them to an extravagant 
government. The temptation to spend 
the money is almost. overwhelming. 
This is a growing country. If it is to 
hold its place in civilization, it will be 
necessary to have intelligent manage- 
ment of Government finances, We 
have an enormous national debt, more 
than two-thirds of which still remains 
unpaid. There is no greater construc- 
tive action than to provide for its 
speedy retirement. Already it has cost 
the country over $8,000,000,000 in in- 
terest alone. This is about as much 
as we have paid on the principal. Put- 
ting our finances in good condition, 
eliminating waste, has enabled the Na- 
tional Govcrnment constantly to re- 
duce taxes, while almost very State 
and local government is searching for 
new. sources of revenue and increasing 
its taxes and debt. This means new 
handicaps on agriculture and industry; 
new burdens on the people. 

A careful supervision of our resources 
is placing us in a position to meet the 
coming requirements of a progressive 
people. We have many needs in the 
way of internal improvements to be 
made, both by public expense and pri- 
vate enterprise. One of the most press- 
ing is flood control in the lower Mis- 
sippi Basin. We shall be called on for 
much waterway development, river and 
harbor improvements and the construc- 
tion of a system of first-class high- 
ways. The agricultural regions will 
especially be benefited by a lower cost 
of transportation which the improve- 
ments would afford. 


Marine and Naval Program. 


Waterways and harbors, however, are 
useless without ships. Our Govern- 
ment operation of our merchant marine 
has been helpful in many ways, but 
it is far lacking of complete success, It 
would be much cheaper and far more 
beneficial to get it into private hands 
under some system of Government sup- 
port which would enable it to meet 
the lower costs of building and lower 
rates of wages of foreign shipping. We 
also have our Navy to maintain. Within 
a few years replacement of capital 
ships must begin. We should consider 
at once a moderate building program 
for cruisers and submarines. Our 
aviation system will need more air- 
plane carriers and our destroyer fleet 
will require additions of the leader 
type. Such a program will extend over 
a considerable period of years. It does 
not involve us in any competition with 
other countries, but will simply pro- 
vide us with a defensive Navy. We are 
thoroughly committed to the policy of 
limitation of naval armaments and ex- 
tremely hopeful that future conditions 
will bring it about. Unless I misread 
the convictions of my countrymen, we 
are likewise determined to enter into 
no covenant that assigns to the United 
States any recondary place among the 
naval powers of the -vorid. The ques- 
tion of how and when we should build 
up our future Navy to a full treaty 
strength would be for ourselves to de- 
cide, At present, we should contem- 
plate neither superiority nor inferiority 
but merely provide for our own needs. 

But, whatever arms we may have, it 
should be Known to ail the world that 
they are instruments of peace. No one 
need fear from them any aggression. 
Every one may regard them as a guar- 
antee of stability and a contribution 
to the peace of an enlightened civiliza- 
tion. 

” Living Standards High. 


We have placed a great deal of im- 
portance in this country on the stand- 
ards of living. We have sought for a 
large production of wealth in order that 
there might be a wide distribution of 
wealth. We have been willing to pay 
good prices for commodities in order 
that there might be high wages for 
those who produce them. Under this 
system we have come into mass produc- 
tion, because we have provided the 
people with sufficient money to secure 
mass consumption. This has greatly 
reduced the unit cost of almost all 
kinds of commodities, so that the ordi- 
nary family can have a great variety 
not only of the necessaries, but of the

quainted with the President believed he 
would say when the time came for him 
to make a more definite statement.

comforts, conveniences and even the 
luxuries of life. We want these condi- 
tions to exist for those who dweli on 
the farm or in the city, for the common 
laborer as well as the skilled artisan. 
This is the {deal for which advocates of 
economic reform have always been 
striving. It has been the subject of 
endless agitation and legislation. We 
are lately coming to realize that this 
result can be secured, not by economic 
reform, but by economic development. 
Encourage agriculture, industry and 
business generally, so that they can be 
operated profitably. Give them protec- 
tion from foreign competition and they 
will afford adequate income out of 
which high rates will be paid to their 
wage earners and a fair return to their 
owners. There is no other practical 
way to carry into the American home 
the economic independence which 
ought to be the lot of our citizens in 
general, and that happiness which 
should come from an industrious life. 
Because we have not sought to secure 
these ends through fantastic govern- 
ment intervention, they-are none the 
less the results of the great American 
experiment of insisting that the people 
have the power to work out their own 
destiny, which makes them personally 
responsible for their own success. No 
higher honor, no greater recognition of 
their innate sovereignty, their right to 
be free, can be conferred upon the peo- 
ple than the assertion of their duty to 
provide themselves with self-govern- 
ment. 

While we are working toward this 
high ideal, we know it has not been 
fully attained, The world is full of un- 
avoidable accidents, We are oftehtimes 
sufferers’ from the violence of the ele- 
ments and from bodily infirmities. The 
human race constantly needs the min- 
istrations of charity. Out of our abun- 
dance our country has provided a chari- 
table relief which no nation ever sur- 
passed. Its healing influence has been 
felt not only in our own land, but it 
ee out to the nations of the 
earth, 


Would Ban Sectionalism. 


It would seem that our country can 
go on under these fortunate conditions 
so long as we can maintain a fairly 
even balance among different and con- 
flicting interests. Such a balance, how- 
ever, is easily destroyed by appeals to 
sectionalism. It can not be too often 
declared that this is all one country. 
Different parts of it require different 
methods of life, of action, and of legis- 
lation. These should be freely granted 
by the other parts, and each should re- 
joice in the success of the other. Those 
neighborhoods which are still unde- 
veloped, which need capital to bring out 
their natural resources, should feel 
greatly pleased to know that they can 
rely on the sources of wealth in their 
own country to provide for their needs. 
The older and more stable localities 
should look with satisfaction on hav- 
ing aS a part of our country places 
still dominated by the restless enter- 
prising spirit of the pioneer, sometimes 
indulging in agitation, but in the end 
forming sound opinions, Agriculture, 
industry, transportation, and finance 
should realize that they are interde- 
pendent, and that each may prosper 
by extending its service to the others. 
In the immediate past certain elements 
of agricuiture have apparently been be- 
hind in the benefits of prosperity that 
others have enjoyed. That unfortu- 
nate condition has been gradually dis- 
appearing, until just at present agri- 
culture as a whole is better circum- 
stanced than some sections of industry 
If we do not permit selfishness to pre- 
vail, if we do not all undertake to make 
all the money there is in the country 
in one year, but are willing to proceed 
with modernation, intent on fair deal- 
ing, our economic prosperity should 
go on indefinitely. 


Tariff Preserves; Home Market. 


The greatest commercial advantage, 
both for agriculture and industry, lies 
in our enormous home market. It is 
the breadth of this market which has 
encouraged mass production on the 
farm and in the factory. So long as our 
own people have an advantage in this 
market they will heve an advantage 
in the world. No other nation has any- 
thing like it. That advantage is &e- 
cured by the policy of a_ protective 
tariff. If that were removed mass pro- 
duction in other countries, where the 
cost of the plant ana the rate of wages 
are far less than in America, would 
have an opportuni.y to develop, be- 
cause it would then have substantial 
equality in access to our own market 
where it undoubtedly could undersell 
domestic production We should have 
to reduce our people and our property 
to their levels in order to meet their 
competition. Otherwise, we should be 
forced out of business. Yet our present 
tariff rates do not, nor do we wish 
them to, close our markets’ to great 
bodies of imports. Lass year about 
$3,000,6000,000 worth of imports came 
in entirely free of duty. This was near- 
ly two-thirds of our entire imports, It 
is impossible to conceive how we can 
better contribute to the balance of 
trade in the world than to support a 
policy that makes our country pros- 
perous, so that our people can purchase 
our domestic products and have a bal- 
ance with which to enjoy the diversity 
of the necessaries and the luxuries that 
are produced in foreign countries. 
Under this policy we have done weil 
for our own people, have not only taken 
large supplies from other countries, but 
have been able to furnish them with 
the capital and credit they so much 
need out of the surplus of our own 
prosperity. 


Holds Nation Seeks Peace, 


While our country does not indulge 
itself in any desire to take charge of 
civilization, it has become the fore- 
most nation of the world in the as- 
sistance and the service which it ren- 
ders to other people. There is nowhere 
&@ more devoted advocate of peace, no 
other great powe’ from whom small 
nations feel such an absolute security 
from aggression. We are solicitous for 
the rights of our Government and our 
nationals, but we do not support them 
by indulging in a truculent attitude. 
We are just as solicitous to. guard the 
rights of others from our own intru- 
sion, as we are to guard our own We 
are not engaging in punitive activities. 
We have restored the damages paid us 
by China, pursued a like policy with 
Persia, have already returned hundreds 
of millions of dollars of German and 
Austrian property, and shall .undoubt- 
edly return the balance of a consider- 
able sacrifice to our own Treasury. 

We have settled our differences with 
other nations by means of claims com- 
missions and resort to arbitration. In 
115 years we have been only three times 
engaged in foreign conflict. Two of 
these did not rise to great importance 
and caused but small loss of life. Our 
ways are the ways of peace. We have 
earnestly sought and are continuing to 
seek to extend a policy of limitation of 
armaments, which we established by 
our Own enormous sacrifices. We shall 
explore all suggestions made for fur- 
ther covenants, and enter into them 
when we reasonably can, which would 
add security to the peace of the world. 


Party Supports Enterprise. 

Efforts will constantly be made to 
break down the system which has built 
up our general welfare. Some of us 
will be seifish enough to attempt to 
sacrifice the interests of the rest of us. 
Our party has adopted a policy of sup- 
porting all legitimate enterprise. While 
we believe the welfare of the people in 
general should have our first considera- 
tion, we glso have the supplementary 
desire of promoting the welfare of 
finance. We wish our banking institu- 
tions to be strong and profitable, in 
order that they may serve the needs of 
the Nation. We believe they should 
assist other people in supplying their 
credit requirements. We do not, how-

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 
FAILS TO STIR CONCLAVE 


Rural Bureau Head Says That 
Group Is Firmly Against the 
Government in Business. 


Chicago, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—The McNary- 
Haugen farm relief bill may be economi- 
cally unsound, but it is no more so 
than the protective tariff system or 
other price-fixing methods used in 
America, in the opinion of Senator 
Royal 8S. Copeland, of New York. 

“I feel that the farmers must be 
given an equal chance in the economic 
world and I am going to support this 
measure,” he told members of the 
American Farm Bureau at their ninth 
annual meeting here today. 

“In my judgment, it will give the 
farmer his fair share in the national 
prosperity. When the country thrives 
he will thrive. He will be on the same 
plane as every other producing citizen.” 

Reiterates Relief Stand. 


President Coolidge’s message to Con- 
gress, in which he reiterated his opposi- 
tion to the McNary-Haugen plan, with 
its equalization fee, drew little com- 
ment from the leaders of the farm bu- 
reau. All indications at the meeting 
have pointed to united fight by the or- 
ganization for the bill. 

Sam Thompson, president, asked to 
comment on Mr. Coolidge’s address, re- 
ferred to his opening speech Monday 
in which he said, “we want no price 
fixing, we want no Government subsidy; 
either direct or indirect. We want to 
avoid putting the Government into 
business, . 

“We insist on a basic agricultural law 
which will require each marketed unit 
of a product to pay its share in the 
cost of its own stabilization and pro- 
tection.” 

President Coolidge favors a Federal 
farm loan board with a revolving fund 
to build up cooperative marketing and 
aid in the disposition of crop surpluses 


To Broadcast Pershing’s Address, 


Resolutions, outlining the American 
Farm Bureau’s stand on the relief mat- 
ter, as well as flood prevention, Muscle 
Shoals, the Boulder Dam praject, and 
other matters of interest to the farm, 
will be adopted tomorrow. Gen. John 
J Pershing arrives in the morning to 
make an address, which will be broad- 
cast through a network of Middle West 
stations, with a few in the East in- 
cluded.

From 1882, when the Mississippi River 
commission was organized as an agency of 
the overnment to assist in the control of 
floods alon3 the Mississippi river, to the 
close of 1926, the stupendous sum of $238,- 
101,449.03 was spent in the construction of 
levees, and in fighting the recurring, floods.

in?, the Panama canal. 


Construction of the Panama canal was 
justly considered a reat national achieve- 


‘ment, possible only for one of the world’s 


wealthiest countries. Yeta handful of states 
in the Mississippi valley have borne the 
major part of an expenditure almost as 
ereat in trying to protect themselves from 
floods which they do not originate, but 
which have repeatedly devastated their 
lowlands. 


All of the rainfall in Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana could have been con; 
trolled and carried safely to the Gulf for a 
small part of the money these states have 
spent, had it not been for the floods from 
the Rockies, the Alleghenies and the 
Great Lakes region which sweep down 
periodically, swelling, the current, burst- 
ing, the levees, and carrying destruction 
in their path 

The experience of Louisiana is typical 
of the flood burden thrust on the states of 
the valley below Cairo. In the past sixty 
years, for which detailed records are 
available, more than $91,000,000 has been 
spent on the Mississippi and its tributaires 
to protect this state alone, and of this 
amount Louisiana contributed $63,000,- 
000. In the four years succeeding the 
1922 flood alone, the state has spent at the 
rate of $2,500,000 a year for flood. pro- 
tection, in addition to the contributions of 


the Federal government. 


The states of the lower valley have 
already spent more than enough money 
to protect themselves from any possible 
flood that might originate within their 
borders. Every dollar now being spent, 
and to be spent in future, is to carry safely 
to the sea the floods of other states—what- 
ever amounts the lower valley states con- 
tribute in future must come from the pock- 
ets of taxpayers who only this year suf- 
fered a staggering, loss.of hundreds of 
millions of dollars through the failure of 
the levee lines. 


The lower valley states have done their 
part, and more, in defraying the cost of flood 


protection. They must have relief from 
Congress in this intolerable situation.

DULL AND DEAF. 


HE dull child may be deaf but 
T it does not hold that the deaf 

child is dull. The child who is 
apparenty dull may in reality be deaf. 
That the physical handicaps in early 
childhood are often overlooked came 
forcibly to my attention when I came 
across a 10-year-old child who had been 
blind in one eye from birth. This 
unfortunate had been four years in 
the public school and no one had 
discovered the defect not to men- 
tion the ten years of neglect on the 
part of the father, mother and all the 
aunts 

My recent article on the “Hard of 
Hearing Child” brought an unusual 
number of inquiries. I emphasized the 
importance—to those who felt the af- 
fliction approaching—of acquiring lip 
reading ability 

“Lip reading has literally saved my 
soul,” writes one. Another: “Through 
the medium of lip reading and all 
that came with it, my mishap has be- 
come the gateway to freedom.” And 
she adds: “I know of one little girl 
whose marks were not so good as her 
companions who decided that she had 
softening of the brain, but she must 
not tell her mother because it would 
break her heart. Later it was discov- 
ered that the child had defective hear- 
ing.” “Let me fell the school super- 
intendents,” writes another, “that the 
phone-audiomefer will test the hearing 
of 650 childrery in one half of a school 
day.” “Bless the good work. Through 
your personal letter my deafened boy 
has found a career open to him.” 

So Here Goes. 

Many letters came to me from par- 
ents and children living in far away 
small towns. I advise those who can 
not have the personal services of a 
trained teacher of lip reading to pur- 
chase a book and learn that art with 
the help of members of family or 
friends. With perseverance and loving 
cooperation this can be accomplished, 
though progress is not as fast as it 
would be ufider a trained teacher.

NOW IS A GOOD TIME TO 

SWAT 1928 INSECTS. 

OW is the time for all good people 
to come into the ranks of insect 
destroyers. The flies are aban- 

doning the out of doors. Even the 
common housefly prefers life in the 
open during the warm season. But 
when the nights become cold warm 
shelter becomes necessary for the pres- 
ervation of life. And of all the urges 
—the sex urge, the socialibility urge, 
the urge of color and smell—none other 
approximates the urge to preserve life. 

With the fly the will to live is even 
stronger than the will to crawl on a 
bald: head. 

Therefore, all the flies there be are 
now under cover somewhere and many 
of the survivors are within living 
rooms. Since they are now living in 
such close quarters with man the 
chance that they will spread infection 
is greater than ever. 
house at this season are more danger- 
ous than a thousand mine run flies in 
August. | 


But the danger and the annoyance 
are not the only reason for swatting 
flies at this season. The prospect of a 
fly crop for next year is dependent on 
the flies that get under cover now. 
Every fly killed now prevents several 
thousand flies next summer. The best 
method for killing for this season of 
the year is the swatter. Fly paper and 
fly strips are fairly effective. 

This is also the season to go after 
mosquitoes. They, too, must get under 
cover or die. Some that have been 
content to stay in the open and live 
on vegetable and fruit juices have now 
moved into warm places that are pro- 
tected against wind and storm. Mos- 
quitoes can be found in homes that 
have been free all summer. 

There is a very gooa chance that the 
anopheles varieties are infective. It is 
during the autuma months that the 
maximum number of human beings are 
malariai and, therefore, infective for 
mosquitoes. It is during that season 
that malaria is most virulent. The 
prevalence of infection among mosqui< 
toes has likewise been cumulative 
through the summer and autumn,

General Motors moved actively over 
a 2-point range, finally closing with a 
net gain of a point.

National Biscuit reacted sharply, 
closing with a net loss of 3%. Interna- 
tional Harvester suffered a depreciation 
of 2 points. Midland Steel Products 
preferred gained 2 points, and Union 
Bag & Paper 514. Other high spots 
on the up side included Timken, Stand- 
ard Milling, Savage Arms, Radio, Porto 
Rico Tobacco A and B, Philadelphia Co., 
Mullins Body at a new peak price, War- 
ren Bros., Wright Aero at a new high, 
Congress Cigar, Chicago Pneumatic Tool 
and American Bank Note. In this group 
net gains ranged from 1 to 113% points, 
the maximum advance being in Mul- 
lins Body. 

Railroad stocks moved in a compara- 
tively narrow range. Atchison at one 
time got up to 19714, then tapered to 
close at 19414, a net loss of 1%, points.

HREE years of endeavor, constant, 
sober yet scintillating effort has 
won for Ray Foley, Catholic Uni- 

versity student, acclaim as the out- 
atanding college athlete in the District 
of Columbia, 

Washingtonians have feasted their 
eyes upon Ray Foley in action on the 
gridiron, on the baseball field and the 
basketball court and whatever the 
young man’s mission in life may be, 
he is an argument in the flesh to 
prove that many an athlete has blos- 
somed to bloom unseen by All-Ameri- 
can experts. 

Foley has not been named on any 
All-American team, first, second or 
third, and he has not been selected 
for honorable mention, but the fact 
does not detract from his prowess and 
when he is presented his academic 
diploma in the spring he will also have 
earned an athletic degree cum laude. 


Known to Washington fans best 
as a football player, Foley, by a 
queer choice, confesses he does not 

. like to play football—at least, he 
does not like to play football as 
well as he likes to play basket- 
ball or baseball. Should he de- 
vefop a whole-hearted interest in 
football, his supporters blush at 
the thought of the heights he 
might attain. 


Against his will, Foley played his 
first game of football at Nantucket 
(R. I.) High School five years ago, 
where his father is athletic director.

Mayors Destroying 
Source of Player

Supply, Claimed. 

ALLAS, Tex., Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Criti- 

cism was leveled at indiscrimi- 

nate and far-reaching signing of 
young players by major league clubs in 
the anual report today-of President 
Mike H. Sexton at the meeting of: the 
National Association of Professional 
Baseball Clubs. 

Mr. Sexton declared present: methods 
and activities of major league scouts 
have now exceeded anything ever 
thought of ‘or foreseen by . baseball 
people, and warned that unless protec- 
tive measures were adopted the source 
of supply of young players for minor 
clubs will be destroyed, 

“It has now reached the point of a 
mad scramble to see what scout can 
first reach the promising youngster in 
the small college, in high school or on 
the sandlot,” he asserted, referring to 
the activities of major league scouts. 

“So extensive has this practice be- 
come that it is almost impossible for 
minors to recruit talent from that 
source.” 

Mr. Sexton’s report occupied nearly 
all of the first day’s sesion of the asso- 
ciation. Besides expressing apprehen- 
sion Over numerous complaints by both 
parties to the major-minor league 
agreement concerning players, Mr. Sex- 
ton recommended definite population 
limits for various minor league ‘clubs, 
and called to the association’s atten- 
tion the rapidly increasing number of 
minor league: franchises “that; are going 
under the control of major clubs or 
higher class minor league clubs.” 


Of the latter condition, Mr. Sex- 
ton had no recommendation to 
make, asserting he was not fully 
convinced what the ultimate effect 
will be. As the first seven-year 
period of operation of the prevail- 
ing agreement between the majors 
and minors reaches a close, the pres- 
ident said he had heard expressions 
of discontent not confined to a few. 


“Before it leads to an open rupture, I 
most earnestly urge both parties to con- 
fer in an effort to eliminate some ob- 
jectionable features,” he declared. 

Minor leagues were urged by Mr. Sex- 
ton to fix new population limits to be- 
come effective before the opening of the 
1930 season, when the next Federal 
census will be available. He voiced the 
belief that one effective way of keep- 
ing down costs of operation would be 
by raising the population requirements 
in all classifications, the population to 
be confined to the corporate limits of a 
city, as determined by the Federal cen- 
Sus, 

The President recommended the fol- 
lowing minimum league population 
aggregates: class AA—2,000,000 or more; 
class A—1,000,000 to 2,000,000; class 
B—400,000; class C—200,000;- class D— 
80,000; class E—less than 80,000. 


Creation of a new classification, 
namely class E, to comprise all 
lesser leagues, was recommended by 
Mr. Sexton. Several of the present 
class D leagues would have to drop 
to this lower level. He said'he be- 
lieved all leagues below B should be 
positively prohibited from use of 
option players, 


In discussing the activities of major 
league scouts in acquiring young play- 
ers, Mr. Sexton said the majority of 
such’ players’ were used for trading 
purposes, coming into the minor ranks 
at inflated salaries and “with the gross 
misconception that professional base- 
ball is the easy money route to pros- 
perity.” 

“Scanning the annual: reserve lists 
of the majors, you don’t find many of 
these. players listed,” he added. “They 
are in the lists of many ere pera or 
designing minor clubs, some of them 


purchased or drafted with major mignon

ANSAS CITY, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Al- 

though the debate is still going 

on over the award of this season’s 
championship football honors, there is 
not any dispute about the college team 
that has posted the most consistent 
record of all over the past five years. 

Measured by this yardstick, Notre 
Dame leads the pigskin parade by a 
substantial margin for the span of 1923 
through 1927. Knute Rockne’s Rovers 
step up to the head of the jive-year 
class this fall after tracting Lafayette 
last year. But Lafayette skidded down 
the scale this season, while the Hoosiers 
kept up a fast gait, losing only one 
game, to the Army, and tying. another, 
with Minnesota. 
Over the five-year road, where the 

Irish have journeyed from New York 
to Los Angeles and Atlanta to Minne; 


apolis, Notre Dame’s record shows 42. 


victories, only 5 defeats and 2 ties, for 
a winning percentage of .894. 


It will come as something of a 
shock. to the ancient’ gridiron 
strongholds to note that Notre 
Dame’s closest rival for the best 
five-year record is Southern Metho- 
dist’s Mustangs, one or the strong- 
est outfits of the Southwestern 
Conference. 8S. M. U. has turned 
in 34 victories and suffered only 5 
setbacks along with 7 ties. 


Alabama, still foremost among the 
Southern teams in spite of a mediocre 
1927 campaign, is a close third, while 
two. powerful far Western arrays, Uni- 
versity of Washingfon and Stanford, 
are well up toward the top. 

Michigan and Illinois show the best 
records of any of the Western Confer- 
ence “Big Ten” over this five-year 
stretch. The first Eastern outfits to 
break into the list are Washington and 
Jefferson and the Army. 


For those who care ‘to delve 
further into the figures, it may be 
noted that Washington boasts the 
highest-powered scoring team of 
any on the list, while Michigan’s 
traditional stonewall has by far the 
best defensive record. 


Washington’s huskies, rolling up the 
astonishing total of 1,556 points in 53 
contests, averaged a fraction over 29 
points per game. yornell, with an 
average of approximately 28 points per 
game in spite of a poor 1927 showing, 
and Southern California, averaging 
slightly under 27 points, were next in 
the heavy scoring brigade. 

Michigan’s defense has yielded an 
average of only about half a touch- 
down per game over five years—3.65 
points for each of 40 opponents. 

<he V’olverines also have the dis- 
tinction of not figuring in . single tie 
game over this five-year period. South- 
ern California, Illinois and Georgia 
have been tied only once. Colgate, by 
way of contrast, has been tied seven 
times in the last three seasons.

HE Catholic University Football

‘played an important factor in the 
Brooklanders’ success; William Harvey, 
&@ fast half back; Steve Towell and Paul 
Saffo, a pair of fine running guards; 
Joseph Tierney, Catholic University’s 
strong man, and Edward Geyer, two 
good tackles; Jim Carney and William 
Byrne, reserve ends—a host of expe- 
rienced players, which is surely to leave 
the Cardinal Team greatly weakened. 


But every dark cloud has a silver 
lining, and whereas Coach Me- 
Auliffe with a sentiment common 
to all coaches realizes his irretriev- 
able loss, he looks hopefully to the 
future as he thinks over the fine 


sophomore material available, of 
which he must build his next year’s 
eleven. 


Tom McCabe has displayed his ability

G erman Halt-Mile Record Holder 
Here to Study Sport Conditions 


EW YORK, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Dr, 
Otto Peltzer, a tall, slim, blonde 
young man of 27, who holds the 
championship of the world for the hajf- 
mile run, arrived on the steamship 
Berlin today from his native Germany. 

“I come to study sport conditions and 
to see your country,” he explained 
through an interpreter. It is his first 
trip to the United States. 

“After six weeks I might run, who 
knows?” he shrugged, smiling when re- 
minded he bears no permit from the 
German amateur sports governing body 
which corresponds to the Amateur 
Athletic Union in this country. 

“They are afraid in Germany that 1 

might not be so good in the olympics 
if I run in this country. I believe I 
would be better. It would do me good, 
They are also afraid I would not appear 
to advantage on indoor tracks, but I 
am not afraid, I would rather run on 
cinders, but I have learned to run on 
boards also. 
“With just one good race I would be 
in condition. I am always in condition, 
No, I have not been running recently 
T have not had time.”’ 


Dr.. Peltzer declared emphatically 
that the German A, A. U. does not 
share a fear expressed by a news- 
paper in his country that “the dol- 
far runs faster” even than he, and 
may induce him to become a pro- 
fessional while here. 


“Most of all I want to run in the 
olympics,” he said. “I am not going 
to be a professional.” 


His profession, he explained, is teach- 
ing history and geography in a coedue 
cational school, 

Partly for that reason he is desirous 
of seeing American colleges and uni- 
versities—stadiums and running tracks 
included—while he is here, For six 
weeks at least, he will be making trips 
from New York to such centers as he 
wants to see—especially Washington 
and Chicago. His leave of absence from 
his school room lasts until Easter. 


He will pay his respects to officials 


of the United States A. A. U. at the 
earliest opportunity, he said, Peltzer 
set a world mark of 1 minute 51 3-5 
seconds for a half-mile race in England
